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NOTES IN SEASON. 

J. B. Lippincott Company have just pub¬ 
lished a new long novel by Marie Corelli, en¬ 
titled “ Boy: a Sketch,” the most important 
piece of work the author has put out since 
“ The Sorrows of Satan.” The first printing 
of the novel numbers 40,000 copies.

The book would have been published 
two weeks earlier but for the difficulty in 
getting the necessarily large editions ready 
for simultaneous publication at such distant 
points.

KNOWLEDGE OF STOCK AND CUS¬ 
TOMERS.* 

It would seem superfluous to point out 
that the commercial traveller should make 
himself thoroughly and perfectly familiar 
with the entire stock of the house by which 
he is employed; yet it has happened that trav¬ 
ellers have not deemed it worth while to post 
themselves on any but the new lines that they 
happened to carry on a particular trip, thus 
delaying, if they did not altogether lose, a 
sale on stock several years old. If a book is 
mentioned the traveller should be able to 
state instantly whether or not it is in print. 
It is also of utmost importance that he should 
be intimately acquainted with prices, so as to 
be able to give from memory, or from his 
pocket price-book, the price of any book the 
instant it is asked. 

Next to having a thorough knowledge of 
his own stock and business, it is necessary 
that the traveller be familiar with thaf'of his 
customer. He should know, approximately, 
at least, what kind of a business his customer

is doing, what class of people patronizes him,, 
and what lines would be best suited to the 
needs of that class. He may make a miss in 
that direction some times; but a knowledge 
of human nature, and close observation and 
investigation, will before long help him on the 
right scent. 

It requires little tact or ability to sell goods- 
to a customer who is bent only on getting all 
he can on credit, without due consideration 
of the matter of making payment when due. 
It may, however, require considerable tact to- 
properly treat a customer whose intentions- 
are honorable, but whose resources, ability, 
or experience are limited. A reliable travel¬ 
ler’s view of the standing of a customer—of 
his personality, his characteristics and his- 
business methods—should be of inestimable 
value to his employer or to his credit-man. 
The points upon which the traveller should 
aim to inform himself are: How does this 
man conduct his business? What is he? Who' 
is he? How does his store look—is it a clean, 
tidy, business-looking place? Does he conduct 
his business himself or leave it to his clerks? 
Is he mixed up in outside affairs, or does he 
concentrate his energies and time on conduct¬ 
ing his own affairs? Is his store management 
economical? How does he live—extravagant¬ 
ly of modestly? These are all questions which/ 
a man of average intelligence and habits of 
observation can train himself to obtain an¬ 
swers for, and to weigh these carefully and 
report them dispassionately to his employers. 
Upon this one qualification of the commercial 
traveller much of the prosperity of his house, 
as well as of his own usefulness to it, will 
depend. 

A more or less intimate knowledge of the- 
standing of his customers will also considera¬ 
bly assist the commercial traveller in des¬ 
patching his business. If he knows the pur¬ 
chasing capacity of the people with whom he 
deals he will save himself much worry as- 
well as time. If a buyer is known or sus¬ 
pected to be dishonest, let him be treated 
with only on a cash basis. If necessary he 
should be told frankly why credit cannot be 
extended to him. If a customer is worthy of 
credit up to a limit, he may be supplied with, 
what he really needs without going beyond 
the limit fixed for his credit. Should he in¬ 
sist upon buying beyond his capacity, the trav¬ 
eller may tell him plainly in a tactful and 
friendly way that at present he does not wish 
to carry him for more than a given amount. 
If the customer be a sensible man he will take- 
no offense; if he is not a sensible man it 
would be unsafe to carry him any way.

Of course, no sensible traveller will try to 
load up even those of his customers who may 
be able to stand the pressure. It mav suc¬ 
ceed once or twice but inevitably there will be 
a “ slump,” and the traveller’s reputation and 
usefulness will suffer for a time. With a 
small customer the trick of overloading will 
generally result in a loss. Disgust of the 
small dealer at his own bad judgment will be 
mingled with distrust of the salesman who 
persuaded him to take the risk and he will 
thereafter buy none of his stock that he can 
get along without. Thus the retailer suffers, 
and the publisher loses what might have be¬ 
come a good customer. It will always be 
found better policy and safer trading to under 
state than to over state, to advise moderate 
rather than lavish purchases to most cus¬ 
tomers. 

All travellers of experience understand per¬ 
fectly well that, having once won the confi¬ 
dence and patronage of a retail dealer, he is 
influenced to a great extent by their advice 
and recommendations. It follows, then, that 
these should be offered intelligently and in 
the strictest good faith, with an earnest pur¬ 
pose on the part of the salesman to subserve 
the best interests of his customer. Their 
interests, after all, are identic. The more 
goods the retailer sells the more he will buy 
from the wholesale house which has won 
confidence through an honest and careful 
representative. A bill of goods which is un¬ 
profitable for him to buy is unprofitable for 
the wholesale house to sell him and vice versa. 


INTERNATIONAL LITERARY AND 
ARTISTIC CONGRESS. 

An International Congress on literary and 
artistic property will be held in Paris from 
July 16 to 21, the Minister of Public Instruc¬ 
tion presiding at the opening meeting. In 
order to ensure the drafting of a literary and 
artistic copyright bill which may serve to 
unify existing copyright laws, the organizing 
committees, over which Rene Fouret and 
Eugene Pouillet preside, call particular atten¬ 
tion to some questions of a new or special 
character in the programme of the Congress. 
The Congress subscription is fixed at 25 francs 
to defray cost of printing, correspondence, 
and other expenses, and payment must ac¬ 
company applications for membership, to be 
made to M. Champenois, Tresorier de la 
Commission d’Organisation, Boulevard St.

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THE BEADLE DIME NOVEL. 

The New York Sun recently referred in a 
kindly reminiscent mood to “ The Novels of 
Mr. Beadle ” which brought out a number of 
comments by the Sun's readers. Among these 
is a letter by Edward S. Ellis which we re¬ 
print as a contribution to the history of pub¬ 
lishing in this country. 

“ It did me good,” says Mr. Ellis, “ to read 
the jovial letter of your Utica correspondent, 
and still more good to read your genial edi¬ 
torial, ‘ The Novels of Mr. Beadle.’ You will 
understand the cause of this pleasure on my 
part when I state that I’m the fellow who 
wrote ‘ Seth Jones,’ ‘ The Hunter’s Cabin,’ 
and a whole lot of Beadle’s dime novels, the 
names of which at this day I cannot recall. 
Out of that revelry of pen and imagination, I 
have but a solitary memento—‘ Seth Jones,’ 
which a Brooklyn friend presented to me 
some time since. 

“ It seems a good while ago, when I was in 
my teens, that I timidly sent the ms. of ‘ Seth 
Jones ’ to the publisher, and in return received 
a liberal check and the < invitation to sign a 
contract, which I did with boyish eagerness, 
after which, for several years, you couldn’t 
hold me. The first dime novel was written by 
Ann S. Stephens, and associated with her 
were Col. A. J. H. Duganne, Mrs. Mary A. 
Denison, Capt. Mayne Reid, and a well-known 
Episcopal clergyman who wrote under a nom 
de plume. Bret Harte, some time later, made 
a partial agreement to join this corps, but ac¬ 
cepted an offer from another publisher. So 
I believed I was in good company. 

“ I have never thought that those dime 
novels had much literary merit, but I often 
felt in later years that they were unjustly 
condemned. In the first place, as you have 
stated, they were clean; there was nothing 
‘Frenchy’ in their make up, and to quote 
from the North American Review, of July, 
1864, they did not pander to vice in the re¬ 
motest form. If the incidents were stirring, 
the heroes were men, not boys, and there was 
no temptation held out to youths to engage 
in rash or reckless adventure. In my own 
case, I know I was always conscientious, and 
more than once Mr. Victor, the accomplished 
editor, told me I put too much religion and 
morality in my stories. This may sound in¬ 
credible, but Mr. Victor, the only surviving 
member of the old house of 98 William Street, 
will confirm it. I saw 4 Seth Jones ’ translated 
into several languages, and myself claimed as 
a native of other lands, while the sale went 
into the hundred thousands. I have written 
a good many juveniles since, but they are 
bound in cloth, sell for $1.25 a volume, are 
admitted to have the right kind of a moral 
tone, may be found in hundreds of Sunday- 
school libraries, and yet they are no better in 
the respect named than the old-time dime 
novel. 

“ The disrepute into which the dime novel 
fell, however, had its cause. One day Mr. 
Beadle pointed out an employee to whom he 
was paying $16 a week. ‘ He is from Nova 
Scotia,’ he said, ‘ and the best thing about him 
is that he is absolutely satisfied with his situa¬ 
tion. He will never ask for an advance in 
wages, nor seek any other situation.’ Six 
weeks from that day this employee quietly 
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threw up his job, and, in connection with Ir¬ 
win P. Beadle, began publishing the ‘ Ten 
Cent Novels.’ Then this former employee, 
Mr. George L. Monroe, quietly got rid of Mr. 
Beadle, and began his career as a publisher 
which made him a millionaire several times 
over. Those cheap novels were the stepping 
stone to his fortune, and if there was ever 
unmitigated trash, they belonged to that class. 
But they had a prodigious sale, and Mr. Bea¬ 
dle, against my protest, began lowering the 
tone of his publications to the same plane, and 
I quit. Thus, with some justice, the ‘ dime 
novel ’ became the synonym for trash, sen¬ 
sationalism, and nearly all that is degrading 
in literature. I grew to detest the name, and 
was glad when they passed out of existence.” 

Another correspondent supplies the follow¬ 
ing information relating to the art features 
of the old-fashioned salmon-colored series of 
fiction: 

“ You mention the covers, the contents, the 
writers, the editor, Mr. Victor, but say noth¬ 
ing about the illustrator and engraver. Both 
of these were important personages in their 
time. The artist was George White, now 
dead, an imitatqr of Darley; the engravings 
were the work of the establishment of Na¬ 
thaniel Orr. Who among the old codgers— 
yes, young codgers—does not recognize these 
signatures? The joint product of these two 
was responsible for more detective, Buffalo 
Bill, and Indian pictures than the whole world 
combined. They were co-laborers with Bea¬ 
dle and Adams in the field which ired, pleased 
and tickled the pedagogues. Mr. Orr is still' 
living a quiet country life. The illustratons 
were produced at N. 52 John Street in this 
city, a building filled with reminiscences. 

“It would make interesting reading if either 
Mr. Victor or Mr. Orr could be induced to 
write down their reminiscences and experi¬ 
ences. At the time they started in life New 
York was young, and literature, business and 
art in their swaddling clothes. The Harpers, 
Appletons, Putnams, and others were strug¬ 
gling, but at the same time laying the founda¬ 
tions for future reputations. It was a time 
when integrity, probity, and, most of all, 
downright hard work assured a competence.” 


THE HUB COMPLIMENTS PHILADEL¬ 
PHIA’S LITERARY MEN. 

At a dinner recently given in honor of the 
author of “ Hugh Wynne,” by the Tavern 
Club of Boston, Professor Charles Eliot Nor¬ 
ton, according to Lip pine ottfs Magazine, said 
that “ the ‘ Hub ’ is for the present in things 
of the mind and fancy at the under side of 
the wave, a bold admission, but that Phila¬ 
delphia possesses the three national leaders 
in fiction and medicine, in criticism, and in 
philosophical history : and he named them— 
Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, Dr. Howard Furness, 
author of ‘ The Variorum Shakespeare,’ and 
Dr. Henry C. Lea, author of * Superstition 
and Force,’ and that these three eminent 
names gave the palm to Philadelphia in the 
realm of intellect. Moreover, the chary critic 
insisted that Dr. Weir Mitchell’s last poem, 
* Ode on a Lycian Tomb,’ stands at the head 
of American lyric poetry.” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Lucretia Peabody Hale died June 12, in 
Boston, in her eightieth year, having been 
born in Boston in 1820. She was the oldest 
surviving sister of the Rev. Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale, and, like him, was a writer of 
note. Miss Hale was deeply interested in 
educational work and the charities of Bos¬ 
ton. In a great measure that city is indebted 
to her for the present movement in regard to 
vacation schools and the teaching of sewing 
and morals in the public schools. Among her 
books, are “ The Wolf at the Door.” “ Peter- 
kin Papers,” “ The Last of the Peterkins,” 
“ The Struggle of Life,” “ Seven Stormy Sun¬ 
days,” “ The Lord’s Supper and Its Obser¬ 
vance,” “ Art Needlework,” “ An Uncloseted 
Skeleton” (with the late E. L. Bynner), 
“ Stories for Children ” and “ The New Har¬ 
ry and Lucy” (with Dr. Hale).

W ilbu’r B. Ketcham, 7 West Eighteenth 
Street, New York, has purchased the remain¬ 
ing bound stock of the A. D. F. Randolph Co., 
and is prepared to fill orders for any of their 
publications. 

D’Annunzio’s new novel, “ II Fuoco,” is 
being translated into English by Mrs. Heine- 
mann, the wife of the well-known English 
publisher who expects to publish the book 
some time before the fall. 

“ Hilda Wade,” it appears, is not the only 
unpublished novel left by Grant Allen. There 
is another, entitled “ The Linnet,” which is 
said to contain some graceful love making, 
with the Tyrol for a background. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. have in press a 
volume, entitled “ The Lawyer’s Alcove,” a 
collection of “ poems by the lawyer, for the 
lawyer, about the lawyer,” edited by Ina Rus- 
selle Warren, with an introduction by Chaun- 
cey M. Depew. 

Hutchinson & Co., London, will publish 
shortly the last book Mrs. Lynn Linton wrote 
before her death, entitled “ The Second 
Youth of Theodora Desanges.” They also 
announce a new novel by Ernest Rhys, en¬ 
titled “ The Whistling Maid.” 

John Jay Chapman has arranged with his 
publishers, Charles Scribner’s Sons, for the 
publication of a twenty-five-cent edition of his 
“ Causes and Consequences.” For this paper 
edition application should be made to the 
Chambers Printing Company, No. 24 New 
Chambers Street, New York. 

The Abbey Press will publish shortly a 
book by the Rev. Frederick Stanley Root, en¬

G. P. Putnam's Sons have just ready 
Grant Allen’s long-promised novel, “ Hilda 
Wade—a woman with tenacity of purpose ”— 
a study of a young woman who tries to free 
the memory of her father from the imputation 
of a crime, and to bring to justice the true 
criminal. The book was completed with the 
exception of the last chapter, and this was 
constructed by Dr. Conan Doyle from ideas 
gathered from the author while the latter was 
on his death bed. The book has 98 illustra¬ 
tions by Gordon Browne. They have also 
just ready a helpful book for young men and 
women by Elizabeth Knight Tompkins, 
(author of “The Things that Count,”) en¬ 
titled “Talks with Barbara,” in which the 
author talks sensibly on Children’s Magazines, 
Marriage, Dowries, Being One’s Self, and of 
a number of other subjects of equal interest 
to the young people of to-day ; also, “ The 
Representative Significance of Form,” an es¬ 
say in comparative aesthetics, by Professor 
George Lansing Raymond, of Princeton. 

The Macmillan Company have ready this 
week “ The Banker and the Bear,” the story 
of a corner in lard, by Henry Kitchell Web¬ 
ster, joint author of “The Short Line War”; 
and next week will bring out “A Friend of 
Caesar,” a tale of the fall of the Roman Re¬ 
public, by William Stearns Davis, which with 


Flora Annie Steel’s already published “Voices 
in the Night”; and James Newton Baskett’s 
“As the Light Led,” make a strong addition 
to summer fiction. Of political interest are 
“An Outline of Political Growth in the Nine¬ 
teenth Century,” by Edmund Hamilton Sears; 
and “ The Distribution of Wealth,” by John 
Bates Clark. The second and third books of 
“ Tarr and McMurry’s Geographies ” will ap¬ 
pear, the one on June 20, the other in the 
early Fall. These will be on North America 
and Europe respectively. The Macmillans 
will publish at once a third and revised edi¬ 
tion of Henry Wallace’s “ Letters to the Farm 
Boy,” which is intended to give a healthy, 
sound talk to boys who, by-the-by, in spite of 
the book’s title, are likely to belong to many 
other occupations than that of farming. They 
have just brought out a new and popular edi¬ 
tion in one volume of Mrs. Humphry Ward’s 
novel, “ Hellbeck of Bannisdale.” 

Harper & Brothers have in press a new nov¬ 
el by Beatrice Whitby, entitled “Bequeathed,” 
which will deal with provincial English 
life; “The Dishonor of Frank Scott,” by M. 
Hamilton, a comparatively unknown English 
writer, whose work it is thought gives prom¬ 
ise of many surprises; “ Lucid Intervals,” 
a series of essays by E. S. Martin, who reports 
the doings of the busy world for Harper's 
Weekly; also, “ Hypnotism in Mental and 
Moral Culture,” by John D. Quackenbos, 
whose work on this subject may be familiar 
to readers of Harper's Magazine. They an¬ 
nounce a work that will very likely cause dis¬ 
cussion among persons both interested in, and 
antagonistic to, so-called phsychic phenomena. 
It is entitled “ From India to the Planet 
Mars,” and embodies the result of the experi¬ 
ments of Prof. Flournoy, of the University of 
Geneva, with the well-known medium, Mile. 
Helene Smith. The translation is by Mr. 
Daniel B. Vermille. It is asserted by some 
well-known scientists that the revelations in 
the forthcoming volume form the strongest 
possible argument for the theory of reincar¬ 
nation, although Prof. Flournoy himself holds 
to the theory of double personality. Mile. 
Smith, now a saleswoman in a Geneva store, 
is supposed to have passed through at least 
two previous existences on this earth, and at 
least one on the planet Mars. While in a hyp¬ 
notic? state, she speaks and writes Sanskrit and 
what is supposedly the Martian language. The 
book will be illustrated with facsimiles of the 
medium’s handwriting and rude sketches of 
Martian scenery made while under hypnotic 
influence. 

Isaac Myer, the author of “The Qabbalah,” 
etc., has just completed a work entitled “The 
Oldest Books in the World: an account of 
the Religion, Wisdom, Philosophy, Ethics, 
Psychology, Manners, Proverbs, Sayings, Re¬ 
finement, etc., of the Ancient Egyptians, as 
set forth and inscribed upon some of the old¬ 
est existing monuments, papyri and other 
records of that people, from the earliest his¬ 
toric times to a.d. 64,” with facsimiles and 
translations of some of the oldest books in 
the world. The work, upon which Mr. Myer 
has been engaged for years, also contains a

lations of the Book of Kaqemma, (circa 
3998-3969 b.c. ;) of Ptah-hotep, (circa 3590- 
3536 b.c.;) of the Maxims of the Scribe Ani, 
also known as the Papyrus of Bulak No. 4; of 
the Papyrus of Sayings, now in the Egyptian 
Room of the Museum of Leyden, Holland; 
accounts of the Per-em-hru, now' usually 
called, the Book of the Dead; of the Psy¬ 
chology of the Ancient Egyptians; an analy¬ 
sis of the Confessions of the Dead in Book 
exxv., of the Per-em-hru; of the Psychos¬ 
tasia or Judgment of the Soul of the Dead, 
of the Egyptian Ethical writings of the Ptole¬ 
maic period, and of the reign of the Roman 
Emperor Nero, a.d. 64. The work is a royal 
octavo of 527 pages, with twenty-seven full- 
page illustrations. Of the limited edition, 350 
copies are reserved for this country, and are 
for sale by Edwin W. Dayton, Madison 
Avenue and 60th Street, New York.
